Bennet Street School, Furniture Design 
Certificate students master the skills 
needed to design and build unique 
studio furniture, limited production 
pieces, and prototype furniture. Gradu- 
ates work in production woodshops, as 
woodworking teachers, for studio furni- 
ture makers or build their own furniture 
design businesses. 


Initially exploring the formal elements 
of design including composition, color, 
texture and shape, and building a solid 
understanding of typography, Graphic 
Design Certificate students develop 
skills in the integration of typography 
and imagery to clearly communicate 
information.
